WORLD WHEAT PRICES DROP, 
5-CENT LOSS AT CHICAGO 


Heavy Selling in. United States and 
Canada; Went Break 
Abroad.

CHICAGO, April 16.—World 
wheat prices collapsed today in the 
worst market demoralization in re- 
cent years. 

Five cents a bushel, the maxi- 

mum loss permissible in a single 
day, was slashed from quotations in 
all domestic markets and at Winni- 
peg. : 
A storm of selling swept over the 
wheat pits at Liverpool, Rotterdam 
and Buenos Aires and sent these 
markets crashing downward in 
some cases 7 to more than 9 cents 
a bushel. 

The Chicago wheat pit was 
thrown into intense excitement and 
May wheat dropped to $1.30. The 
selling flurry subsided and the 
market rallied about a cent or more 
but later tumbled anew just before 
the close to the full 5-cent maxi- 
mum drop permitted. 

Chicago wheat closed near the 
bottom for the day with May 
quoted at $1.29%. All Minneapolis 
deliveries lost the maximum five 
cents and September wheat there 
was the only contract that rallied 
from the low. Chicago May rye 
also dropped the 5 cents limit.

The Wagner Act 
guarantees to workers the right of 
collective bargaining. 

Bassham agreed with Committee 
Chairman La Follette (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, that the “yellow dog con- 
tracts” were in violation of the 
Labor Relations Act, which was 
passed more than a year ago. 

Bassham said he had never read 
it and added that his lawyer, Daniel 
Boone Smith—who is also common- 
wealth attorney for the county— 
had never called it to his attention.

Preacher Telis of “Herding.” 

A Kentucky preacher testified he 
once saw a group of heavily armed 
Harlan County deputy sheriffs 
“herding” a crowd of coal miners 


down a country road to keep them 
from attending a union meeting. 
Carl E. Vogel, former Methodist 


mittee that some of the unarmed 
miners had been beaten so badly 
their faces were covered with blood. 
He said he witnessed the occur- 
rence on a lonely lane near High 
Split, Harlan County, on a Sunday 
afternoon in May, 1934. 

Although he complained to the 
Sheriff, the County Judge, and the’ 
secretary of the Harlan County 
Coal Operators’ Association, he de- 
clared, no one ever was indicted. 


His voice hoarse with emotion, 
the preacher told how he had talked. 
with the then county attorney, El- 
mon Middleton, about. the incident, 
and that Middleton the Har- 
lan County situation “ought to be. 
cleaned up.” A few months later, 
he continued, Middleton was killed 
by a dynamite bomb wired to the 
starter of his automobile. 

The night before the attorney was 
killed, the minister continued, he 
had said he was “a marked man” 
and “would never live long enough 
to do anything about conditions 
here.” | 
Middleton also had told Vogel 
that Vogel was “marked” because 
of his sympathy with the. miners, 
who have nevér been able to form 
any kind of union organization in 
Harlan County. Vogel later was 
transferred to a church at Ashland, 


Ky. 

“ “Too Damned Smart.” 
He told the committee he had 
complained to the Harlen County 
Circuit Court prosecutor, Daniel 
Boone Smith, about the way the 


miners had been “driven down the 
public highway by deputies.” 

Smith—who also was attorney for 
one of the country’s biggest coal 
companies—replied, “You are too 
damned smart,” Vogel testified. The 
preacher said he finally told Smith: 

“It would be foolish and futile 
for me to tell you anything about 
what I saw on the road. I would 
just be giving you ammunition to 
use against those who suffer.” 

Vogel asserted George Ward, sec- 
retary of the County Coal Ope- 
rators’ Association, “knew all about” 
the assault on the miners and had 
“planned it beforehand.” 

The preacher testified that he 
had told his congregation: “If my 
father had been in that group of 
miners, there would have been «a 
dead preacher in Harlan County, 
because I couldn't have stood to see 
him mistreated that way.” 

He explained he was able to 
watch the highway disturbance for 
only a few minutes, because the 
deputies “flagged me on.”

The Century Foundry, 3727 Mar- 
ket street, aysubsidiary.of the Cen- 
tury Electric Co., was closed today 
by a strike of employes, who were 
advised by Sentner to seek a char- 
ter under the United Radio and Elec- 
trical Workers. A strong force of 
pickets from the Century and Em- 
erson plants took positions in front 
of the foundry this morning, with 
the result that few of the 168 work- 
ers entered the plant. The foundry 
men later assembled at the Cen- 
tury strike headquarters, 1722A 
Olive street, and discussed their fu- 
ture course. 

William Pillsbury, son of E. 8.

Electric Co., addressed the foundry 
men and joined in a demand, initi- 
ated by several of the employes, for 
a vote of sentiment after challeng- 
ing Sentner’s claim that the union 
represented a majority of the em- 
ployes. The result of the ballot was 
120 to 14 in favor of a demand for 
collective bargaining under union 
auspices.

Carmichael said that for the 
purpose of ending the present strike 
we hereby agree to meet the com- 
mittees fro mthe various General 
Motors plants in Canada and enter 
an agreement with them.” 

Martin’s Statement. 

Martin followed this with 
following statement; 

“The statement by Mr. Carmi- 
chael relative to the beginning of 
negotiations and the termination of 
the strike will be taken up this aft- 
ernoon at the (union) stewards 
meeting and with a general mem- 
bership meeting tonight. 

“I came here today after having 
conferfreqd at length with General 
Motors representatives in Detroit 
on the present situation. 

“What we will recommend to the 
stewards this afternoon and to the 
membership tonight will be on the 
basis of an understanding reached 
with General Motors in Detroit.”

SPEAKERS CONDEMN 
MAYOR LAGUARDIA 


Anti-Jewish and Anti-Com- 
munistic Literature Dis- 
iributed—Branch of Na- 
tional Society. 


A meeting of the St. Louis branch 
of the German-American People’s 
League, which opponents charge is 


a Nazi organization and which 
Congressman Dickstein of New 
York wants Congress to investi- 
gate, was held Wednesday night at 
the German House, Jefferson and 
Lafayette avenues, to protest 
against attacks on Nazis by Mayor 
LaGuardia of New York and Dick- 
stein. 

About 100 persons were present, 
half of them women. There were 
about 12 men in the league's uni- 
form of white shirt and black tie 
and trousers, some of them wear- 
ing Sam Browne belts. Opponents 
have asserted these e “storm 
troopers,” but the 1 e declares 
they are merely ushers. 

Anton Kessler, painter and deco- 
rator, 4541 Chouteau avenue, past 
president of the local branch, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter who at- 
tended that the “ushers” were there 
to keep order and to “take care 
ot“ any opponents who might try 
to break up the meetings. He de- 
nied they drilled or wore the 
swastika at private meetings. They 
merely engage in calisthenics, he 
said. Neither are they Nazis, he 
asserted. “We are fighting the 
Jewish boycott af German goods, 
Communism and cther un-Ameri- 
can activities,” was his explanation. 
Fritz Kuhn, Detroit chemist and 
national leader of the organization, 
recently said it bad 200,000 mem- 
bers. 


American and Nazi Flags. 

An American flag was displayed 
on one side of the stage, a Nazi 
figg on the other. The meeting 
opened with the audience singing 
“The Star-Spangled Bgnner.” Anti- 


Jewish and anti-Communistic liter- 


ature was distributed. Copies of 
the league’s newspaper, which vio- 
lently attacked LaGuardia and 
praised Hitler, were sold. 

Albert Mueller, a young man with 
eyeglasses and a mustache, who is 
now president of the league here, 
spoke first, in English. He said 
the organization was formed by 
people “who won't tolerate attacks, 
not only on a great man like Adolf 
Hitler, but on the German people 
as a whole.” 

“We are misrepresented in the 
press,“ he went on. “We are tabeled 
American Nazis. We're not Nazis. 
All we want is to preserve the 
achievements of our forefathers. It 
takes nerve to belong to our league,

States.” He asserted it had set up 
a Federation of German Societies 
in St. Louis in opposition to the 
German-American Press Club, a 
central organization of 25 German 
societies with 10,000 members here, 
because the Press Club refused to 
be drawn into Nagi politics. 

William Koch, a deputy constable 
in Carondelet township and a mem- 
ber of the Liberty Union, who came 
here from Germany in 1928, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
was beaten by the “ushers” at a 
meeting of the Peoples’ League last 
December. 

J was invited there, and after 
other speakers painted everything 
as rosy in Germany, they insisted 
that I speak,” he said, “Kessler 
said, ‘Now don’t start anything.’ 


When I asked them why they didn't“ 


all go back to Germany. if it was 
so werderful there, Kessler pulled 
me down. I hit him, knocking 
over a table. Then about six of 
those storm troopers piled on me. 
One of my German friends hit me 
on the top of the head with brass- 
knuckles, and I got a black eye, 
too. The police came, but all of 
the Nazis swore I had been making 
a disturbance, so the police told 
me to forget about it.” 


California Bill on Sit-Downs.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16.—

bill, applicable to St. Louis and 

other cities in the State, was re- 
ported out of the Senate Hiections 

Committee yesterday withthe rec- 

ommendation that it be passed. 
Favorable action on the Gover- 

nor’s bill, which obviously provides 
for only a makeshift registration 


system, dealt the death blow to the 
more comprehensive St. Louis per- 
manent registration bill, which has 
been held up in the House Elections 
Committee since Feb. 15 without 
satisfactory explanation. 

It is generally agreed that the 
St. Louis House members, who are 
supposed to be sponsoring the city’s 
registration measure, now have a 
face-saving argument for their fail- 
ure to bring that bill out of com- 
mittee by contending St. Louis has 
no need of a separate permanent 
registration bill as long as the Gov- 
ernor’s proposal is pending in the 
Legislature. ‘ 

Bill Provides No Machinery. 

The Senate bill seeks to provide 
permanent registration in cities of 
more than 10,000 population and in 
counties of more than 100,000. Reg- 
istration of voters would be con- 
ducted ruring a four-day period six 
weeks preceding a general election, 
beginning in 1938. Supplemental 
registrations also would be held 
preceding local or special elections, 

The bill, however, contains no pro- 
vision for setting up election ma- 
chinery for the administration of 
the act. It merely proposes that 
the election systems now in opera- 
tion will continue to function under 
the same regulations as to absen- 
tee registration, transfers, canvass 
of voters and removal of names. 

Opponents of the measure have 
said this constituted the measure’s 
glaring weakness, as any perma- 
nent registration system must be 
supported by administrative de- 
tails designed to meet the particular 
needs of such a plan. 

No Removal for Not Voting. 

A fundamental requirement of a 
permanent registration law, they

over. a period of years each pre- 
cinct would have to have a larger 
number of books, creating a bur- 
densome situation At present 
these books are destroyed every 
four years for a new registration 
list, they said. 


The bill would not supplant the 
permanent registration law in St. 
Louis County or other similar laws 
now in effect.

Stark, and 
was introduced by Senator Brogan 
of St. Louis at the request of the 
Governor.

William Cleary Argues Case. in 

California Supreme 
Court,

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 16. 
—Assistant Attorney-General Wil- 
liam Cleary ‘denied before the State 
Supreme Court yesterday the argu- 
ment that ‘Thomas J. Mooney had 
proved he was convicted of the 1916 
Preparedness day bombing. by per- 
jury and frameup. 

Taking up the State’s fight 
against Mooney’s bid ‘for freedom 
through a writ of habeas corpus, 
‘Cleary said assertions of Mooney’s 
counsel that the evidence showed 
prosecutors had used false testi- 
mony and withheld information 
potentially beneficial to the defense, 
were not true. Cleary conceded 
John McDonald, one of the chief 
witnesses against Mooney, was “a: 
liar,” but insisted the essential 
facts in his various stories re- 
mained the same despite many at- 
tacks. 

“If you agree that McDonald is 
a liar,” interposed Justice John W. 
Langdon, “what credence can you 
give to any of his testimony?” “On 
five occasions,” Cleary replied, “Mc- 
Donald told the same story until 
Nockels (Edward Nockels, late Chi- 
cago labor leader) worked on him.” 
In 1921 McDonald, after a_ visit 
from Nockels, made an affidavit re- 
pudiating his original testimony 
that he saw Mooney at the bomb- 
ing scene a few minutes before an 
explosion killed 10 persons.

The immediate issue in the strike, 
which was called Wednesday and 
involved only ships of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Cor- 
peration, was the supremacy of one 
faction of seamen over another. 

C I O Charters Radio Men. 

Injected into the situation yester- 
day was a strike of radio operators, 
coincident with receipt of a charter 
by the American Radio Tele- 
graphers’ Association from the 
Lewis Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization.

the National Labor Relations Board 
to have the blue card unit recog- 
nized as the sole bargaining agent 
for all the metal mines, mills and 
smelters in the Tri-State field of 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Missouri. 

Evans in a formal statement said: 
We accepted affiliation so we 
could help drive out of all in- 
dustry the lawless labor element 
that threatens the peace and secur- 
ity of the nation. We will help re- 
store and keep industrial peace 
throughout the entire country.” 

Under the charter there will be 
no change in the agreement be- 
tween the blue card union and

tile Organizing Committee. 


Bender’s Transport Co. to Meet 
Union Representatives. 

Bender’s Transport Co., 4453 Clay- 
ton avenue, today agreed to nego- 
tiate with representatives of its 50 
union drivers and helpers who went 
on strike yesterday for union rec 
nition and changes in hours and 
conditions. 

As a result, a hearing scheduled 
for this morning, on a complaint 
charging the company with unfair 
labor practices, Was postponed be- 
fore a trial examinen for the Na- 
tional. Labor Relations Board. It 
was charged the management 
warned the employes against join- 
ing a union and discharged one 
man for doing 80.

About 900 men have been 
idle since the strike was called 
March 30 by the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron, Steel & Tin Work- 
ers, a CIC union, which claims to 
represent practically all of the 
workers. 

Doherty announced he would seek 
negotiations with the American Car 
& Foundry Co., which employs 1500 
men. The Steel Workers’ Organ- 
izing Committee says it representa 
more than 1100 of the workers and 
will request recognition as collec- 


tive bargaining agent.

Power Co. 

The 19 utilities, in the suits filed 
in Tennessee last May sought to 
enjoin TV A from “further opera- 
tion,” contending the Constitution 
was violated by the T V A act of 
1933, the power program authorized 
in that act, and the power program 
placed in effect by T V A. 

Complainants include virtually 
all major operating units in the 
Tennessee Valley. 

The companies charged that 
“execution of the program prom- 
ulgated by the defendants will 
necessarily and inevitably destroy 
all or a substantial part of the 
business and property of each of 
the complainants.”

The stick wizardry of big Marty 
Barry, who scored two goals and 
an assist, and the phenomenal net- 
minding of rookie Earl Robertson, 
who shut out the aggressive, dan- 
gerous New York Rangers for the 
second .time, 3 to 0, stood out as 
Detroit wound up a successful five- 
game defense of the 44-year-old 
cup before 14,102 madly cheering 
spectators last night. 

Barry deflected Syd Howe’s long 
drive past Dave Kerr, New York 
goalie, in the first period, passed 
to Johnny Sorrell for the second 
score in the second period, and 
before the final period was three 
minutes old, outskated Babe Pratt 
to fire a tremendous 30-foot drive 
that ended New York hopes. 

Robertson, caught in a rain of 
pucks as the Rangers stormed into 
the attacking zone with five-man 
rushes in the last two periods, 
leaped, dove, fell prone and swung 
his stick to clear all shots. 

Only one puck got past him, and 
the Rangers protested bitterly in 
the second period when Referee 
Ag Smith refused to allow Pratt’s 
goal which would have tied the 
score. Smith ruled play had 
stopped when Herbie Lewis was 
penalized for holding the broken- 
jawed Ranger. 

The best the Rangers could get 
out of the argument was a penalty 
shot, and Robertson easily blocked 
Alex Shibicky’s try.

NEW RAIL PENSION BILL 
INTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


Measure With Slightly Higher 
Tax Than Heretofore Proposed 
Accepted by Roads and Men. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, April 16. — A 
new railroad retirement plan, re- 
ported to be satisfactory to the 
roads, rail labor and the administra- 
tion was introduced in the House 
yesterday by Chairman Doughton of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 
slightly higher tax rates than those 
proposed in a plan drafted volun- 
tarily by rail management and 


The Treasury raised objections 
to the voluntary plan, contending 


benefit payments. The rates were 
2% per cent on both employes’ 
wages and employers’ payrolls, in- 
creasing gradually to 3% per cent 
on each in 1949. 
Under the Doughton bill, the 
rates would begin at 2% per cent 
on each and would scale upward to 
3% per cent in 1949. 
Railroad retirement legislation 
now on the books—the act of 1935 
—provides a flat 3% per cent on 
employers and employes. This act 
now is under court attack by the 
railroads, but an agreement with 
rail brotherhoods provides that the 
suit would be dropped on enact- 
ment of agreed legislation. 
More than $100,000,000 in taxes 
under the act has been impounded 
by court order pending final deci- 
sion on the r:ilroad suit. Under 
the Doughton bill, all taxes paid 
up to last Dec. 31 would be re- 
funded equally to the roads and the 
employes, each group receiving 
$40,000,000 to $50,000,000. 
Hleven-fourteenths of payments 
after Dec. 31 would go to the Treas- 
ury and would be credited against 
taxes under the new law. This ar- 
rangement was made to adjust dif- 
ferences between the tax rates in 
the existing act and the new pro- 
posal, so that creation of reserves 
could date back to Jan. 1. 

The Treasury originally had 
argued that taxes collected under 
the 1935 law should be left with it 
rather than refunded, but apparent- 
ly abandoned this contention. 

Doughton said rail management 
and labor had accepted the bill and 
that the administration had no ob- 
jections. He said the Ways and 
Means Committee would consider 
the measure Wednesday.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, April 16. 


[-A special session of the Rumanian 
Cabinet decided today to “repress | 


with strongest measures” political 
disturbances which have been spon- 
sored by the pro-Nazi “Iron Guard” 
since Prince Nicholas Was read out 
of the royal family for refusing to 
give up his commoner wife. 

The Fascist guard organization 
seized on Nicholas’ ouster last 
Saturday to p political ex- 
citement in an effort to embarrass 
the Government. The capital re- 
mained calm outwardiy, but author- 


j ities sought power to inaugurate 


measures to prevent guardist pres- 
sure from developing into real dem- 
onstrations. 

The guardists, these officials as- 
serted, are in reality little interest- 
ed in the .former Prince and his 
struggle with King Carol, his broth- 
er, for royal recognition of Nicho- 
las’ wife, but used the incident to 
further their own struggle for a 
Nazi-like dictatorship. 

“The whole Government is united 
in a determination that anti-Ruma- 
nian agitation shall not disturb the 
state,” Premier George Tatarescu 
said after the Cabinet meeting. “We 
ar> prepared to make sacrifices.” 

Another Government spokesman 
asserted that, while the Iron Guard 
was unruly, the situation in no 
sense had threatened the security 
of the Government. 

A leader of the Peasant party dis- 
closed a delegation of guardists had 
visited Juliu Maniu, party presi- 
dent, in an effort to gain political 
support for an anti-gdévernmental 
movement. 

Maniu was represented as favor- 
ing the present democratic adminis- 
tration, but also sympathizing with 
some of the guard’s principles, par- 
ticularly the opposition to the court

MENCKEN ‘REWRITES 
STATE OF MARYLAND 


Drafts Proposed New Consti- 
tution Raising Voting Age 
to 25. 


By the Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, April 16.—H. L. 


Mencken, Baltimore critic and au- 


thor, proposes that the voting age 
in Maryland be raised to 25 and the 
State courts and Legislature be re- 
organized as a partial specific for 
what he calls “a wasteful; incompe- 
tent and archaic system of govern- 
ment.” 

Mencken puts forward his pro- 
posals in the draft of a revised 
State Constitution he has suggested. 
The entire draft has been published 
in the Baltimore Sun, for which 
Mencken has been a political writer 
many years. 

The proposed new Constitution 
would replace the present bicam- 
eral legislature with a unicameral 
one of 15 members, elected at large. 
Membership in it would be barred 
to ministers, to bankrupts past or 
present, to any person who had ever 
been a lunatic, and to any who had 
served as lobbyist in the preceding 
five years, The bar on ministers is 
a provision of the present Constitu- 
tion. 

Mencken borrows a proposal for 
a criminal appeals court from the 
English system, he explains.

Judges and Their Terms, 

Lawyers would be barred from 
sitting as Justices of the Peace in 
Mencken's judicial establishment. 
All judges would be appointed by 
the Governor for life, but would not 
serve beyond the age of 75. Ap- 
peals from a court decision would 
not delay either judgment or sen- 
tence 


The proposed new Constitution 
would consolidate Maryland’s 23 
counties into five administrative 
districts, each with its own court 
and district council to administer it. 
The district councils would be elect- 
ed for nine years. 

Mencken suggests that the gov- 
ernorship be open only to native- 
orn Marylanders, and that the Gov- 
ernor be elected fo. 10 years. He 
would have the power to refuse ex- 
tradition of a criminal “when con- 
vinced, ... That the accused 
cannot reasonably expect a fair and 
unprejudiced trial” in another 
state. :

TROTSKY CROSS-EXAMINATION 
BEGUN BY UNOFFICIAL JURY 


Exile Ends Defense With Complete 


MEXICO, D. F., April 16—Leon 
Trotsky completed his defense 
against Moscow charges of treason 
yesterday by telling the unofficial 
“jury” the charges were com- 
pletely false from beginning to end.” 
, The “jury,” a committee of Lib- 
erals headed by Dr. John Dewey, 
New York educator, began the 
cross-examination of the exiled for- 
mer Bolshevist leader today. 

During his testimony, Trotsky 
said he believed the Soviet Union 
could exist alongside capitalist na- 
tions “for a long time but not in- 
definitely” because “every country 
gravitates either to a workers’ rev- 
olution or a Fascist dictatorship. 

He told the committee he con- 
stituted no danger to the United 
States, 

When Carleton Beals, one of the 
commissioners, asked him “how 
would you go about organizing a 
revolution in the United States,” 
Trotsky replied: “I believe the 
danger to the United States from 
my part is not so tremendous. It 
is an absurd idea to try to impose 


against its own will.” 


[NATIONALIST DEMONSTRATION 


FORBIDDEN IN PUERTO RICO 


Police Posted Before Closed San 
Juan Cathedral; No Exercises 
for Jose de Diego. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, April 
16.—Authorities posted police be- 
fore the cathedral here today to 
prevent a demonstration by Puerto 
Rican Nationalists. The cathedral 
remained closed although, in face 
of the authorities’ determination to 
avert any possibility of disorder, 
the Nationalists announced they 
had decided to call off commemo- 
rative services for Jose de Diego, 
former speaker of the Puerto Rican 
Legislature. 

Official sanction for the planned 
parade and demonstration was 
withheld by officials because of 
high feeling since a riot in Ponce, 
March 28, when 18 persons were 
killed in a clash between police and 
Nationalists. The Nationalists want 
independence from the United 
States. 

A parade to the grave of De 
Diego was led last year by Har- 
vard-educated Pedro Albizu Cam- 
pos, now serving a prison term for 
sedition.

THEATER BANK NIGHTS 
LLEGAL IN As 


Lottery With Every Evil of 


Mass -Gambling, State Su- 
preme Court Says, 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., April 16.— 
The Supreme Court held today that 
theater bank nights constituted a 
lottery and authorized authorities 
to prevent them. 

The ruling upheld an order of the 
Cook County Superior Court refus- 
ing to restrain. Chicago officials 
from interfering with the prize 
drawings. 

The suit, which the trial court 
dismissed for want of equity, was 
tiled by the Iris Amusement Corpo- 
ration which was later joined by 
Balaban & Katz and other theater 
owners. About 150 Illinois theaters 
were operating the prize drawirgs 
when the court action was started 
last fall. 

The opinion by Justice Shaw 


“Our public policy in opposition 
to lotteries is ancient and embedded 
in our fundamental law. In this 
scheme, there is, present every ele- 
ment of the evils attendant upon 
mass gambling.” 

The ruling disagreed with an 
Iowa opinion which held that pay- 
ing admission to a theater added 
nothing to the chance of winning a 
prize in a bank night drawing.

Letter Sent to Jesse P. Smith 
of Juvenile Court by 
Judge Baron. 


Jesse P. Smith, chief probation 
officer of Juvenile Court, was asked 
to resign, effective May 15, in a let- 
ter today from Presiding Judge 
Max G. Baron of Circuit Court, in 
accordance with a resolution adopt- 
ed by the Circuit Court in general 
term March 29. The letter said 


Smith’s retirement was sought “for 


the best interests of the service of 
that office.” 


The position has been held by 


Smith for many years, his salary 
being $4000 annually. While places 
in the probation office have been 
theoretically on a nonpartisan basis, 
acquaintances have considered 
Smith a Republican. All Judges of 
the Circuit Court, which includes 
the Juvenile Court, are Democrats.

16.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
efined today the zone adjacent to 
St. Louis and East St. Louis which_ 
is to be exempted, from rate. regu- 
lations for trucks under the Motor 
Carrier Act of 1935.

Guns Roar and Men Die Amid Blossoms in 
the Desperate Thrusts by Republicans 
and Fascists in Turn.

MADRID, March. 

HE smell of spring is already 

in the air. The sunny side of 

the low rounded hills is touched 
with delicate green. On a hillock 
a single almond tree is in bloom, 
helpless and pathetic. In the gray 
uneven valley its gaily-colored blos- 
soms seem to utter a complaint as 
well as a soft challeng . Under the 
almond tree with his back against 
the trunk a man sits with his 
throat cut. Like a bright-colored 
tie the blood flows down to his 
waist and onto the earth where it 
forms a pool. 

The man is holding a Fascist 
newspaper in his hands. The 
Fascists advanced during the night. 
They found the guard asleep, killed 
him, and in mockery put a Fascist 
newspaper into his hands. There 
was no time to remove the body 
because the wounded had to be 
taken out first. 

Counter-Attack by Loyalists. 

At this moment the Republicans 
are making a counter-attack. They 
regained the hillock with its al- 
mond tree and advanced a kilo- 
meter and a half. This was no 
easy task. Every three to five 
minutes stretchers appear, or a 
mule bearing two of the wounded 
in two tiny wicker arm chairs bal- 
anced on each side of the mule’s 
back. ; 

Farther on the shrill music of bat- 
tle grows louder. The sound of 
many machine guns merge into 
one; the roar of cannon does not 
cease for a moment. The Repub- 
lican batteries clear the road for 
the advancing infantry. The Fas- 
cist cannons fire at the infantry 
and at the batteries. They are un- 
able to touch their target. The 
shelis land some 500 meters away, 
while the little battery is right here. 
The fire is directed from the ob- 
servation post. Good hits are 
praised, and the order is given to 
roll the cannons forward and aim 
at the little white house. 


Shell Craters Full of Men. 


The stony field on the mountain 
slope seems to be empty, and only 
on closer view one sees that it is 
full of life. Fougasse shells have 
dug out large craters, several me- 
ters in diameter. Soldiers are set- 
tled in each crater. Altogether 
there is a whole battalion in the 
field waiting from minute to min- 
ute for the command to attack. 

Last night and this morning, 
death was seeking its prey here. 
Now these people for whom the 
enemy had prepared the graves 
have come quietly hidden in them. 
Some have made themselves 28 
soft bed of leaves and twigs; some 
are simply dozing on the ground 
wrapped in a blanket, and some 
are writing letters home. 

This life seems mad two steps 
from the firing line, or, rather, un- 
der fine, for the artillery is not aim- 
ing haphazzardly and may turnits 
fire in this direction at any mo- 
ment. But it is not madness which 
leads the soldier; it is the sane rea- 
son of seasoned fighters. 


Calm Under Fire. 


At the moment the artillery has 
another objective — now firing 
fougasse bombs at the battery 
and shrapnel crew. It pays 
no attention to the slope 
of the mountains; and, there- 
fore, this slope will make a good 
starting point for the attack. Of 
course, as soon as the attack be- 
gins the fire will be turned in 
this direction; but then the bat- 
talion will be advancing nearer to 
the enemy. There is nothing to 
be: done about it. You cannot ex- 
pect anything else from an enemy. 

In one of the craters a field- 
telephone rings. The commander 
listens, talks, puts down the re- 
ceiver, thinks for a second or two, 
and gives the signal. The field 
comes to life. The fighters creep 
out of the holes, some of them 
sticking unfinished letters in their 


pockets. Perhaps they will have 
time later to finish them. 


Fingarron Height. 
Pingarron height has changed 
hands many times. It has already 
cost each side several thousand 
men. Five or six houses and a 


patch of smooth sloping stone. And 


it was for this that so many lives 
were lost. But war knows no mer- 
cy. 
for the whole eastern part of the 
Jarama section. Whoever com- 
mands it will command a great 
stretch of the river. That is why 
thousands of shells and hundreds 
of bullets meet on this little. spot 
less than a square kilometer in size. 
Between the houses and the stone 
hill a tiny trench has been dug— 
nobody remembers now by whom. 
The Fascists and the Republicans 
occupy it by turns. The tiny little 
trench is filled with blood, corpses, 
and parts of bodies shot to pieces 
by bursting bombs. The corpses 
cannot be distinguished; only on 
one of the heads an éarring speaks 
of Africa. ; 
Fascist Tactics. 

When they seize n, the 
rebels hold it by a special, I should 
say pure Fascist, method. From 
time to time they throw in a com- 
pany. And when almost the whole 
company is killed, they send an- 
other. When the second is de- 
stroyed, they send a third. When 
the Republicans attack with su- 
perior strength, the rebels retreat 
and counter-attack with several 
battalions. Seizing the height again, 
they leave one battalion there and 
as it is ground up, they throw com- 
pany after company in again. 

Meanwhile, the battle is raging 
around Pingarron and the Repub- 
licans and Fascists are striving to 
flank each other. It is an active 
strategic encounter; and a lot of 
blood is flowing. During the last 
few days the fight went as far as 
double flanking, that is, the units 
of both adversaries alternated like 
layers in a cake. 

A Story of Heroism. 

The Republican infantry and 
tanks have gradually mastered the 
art of acting in unity. Several times 
the infantry has advanced ahead of 
the tanks reconnoitering in large 
detachments. 

The energy and daring of the 
tank corps inspires the fighters 
again and again. Throughout 
Jarama they talk of the feat of 
Tank Commander Santiago, who 
held his machine all alone for 24 
hours. A well-aimed shell killed 
the driver of the tank, and Santiago 
was severely wounded and shell- 
shocked. He lost consciousness. The 
tank remained between the lines. 
Toward evening when the Fascists 
saw the Republicans starting out to 
the tank to remove it, they began 
to fire. again. A bomb set it on 
fire. His burns dragged Santiago 
back to consciousness. He crept 
out of the tank, dug himself into 
the ground, and waited for the fire 
to die down. Then he went back 
into the tank and, shooting from 
time to time, waited for the rescue. 
He was picked up unconstious 
again, and his first question to the 
commissar and the orderlies was, 
“What happened to the tank?” 

Dispatch Rider’s Finish. 

For some reason or other during 
the last few days the greatest 
shock for all was the death of the 
young motorcyclist Manolo, liaison 
man for the tanks. 

Over the roads and trails he sped 
like the wind. His round pleasant 
face with its eyebrows and eye- 
lashes white with dust went flash- 
ing everywhere. In the thick of 
battle, under a stream of fire, he 
would ride up to a tank, knock and 
through a chink deliver the com- 
mander’s note. ‘ 

Yesterday, embarrassed as a 
child, he was publicly thanked and 
awarded a prize by the General; 
and today, at dawn, racing to out- 
strip another machine, he crashed 
into a tree and died in a few hours 
with the same smile of a tired 
child.

GOLD STOCK IN U. 8. REACHES 
$11,697,000,000, A RECORD 


Bankers Obtain $15,177,000 in En- 
gland in Day—Treasury’s In- 
active Fund $450,000,000. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 16.— Bankers 
obtained $15,177,000 more gold in 
England yesterday to join the tide 
of metal moving toward New York 
and into the United States Treas- 
ury’s inactive gold fund. 

The Federal Reserve System’s 
weekly report says the total gold 
stock is $11,697,000,000—a record, 
and $1,500,000,000 above the high 
mark of 1936. 

More than $56,000,000 of the metal 
on incoming ships last week was 
traced to London, the leading free 
gold market. 

In financial quarters, it was as- 
sumed the Treasury’s decision to 
resume weekly sales of $50,000,000 
in bills to raise additional cash 
had been prompted partly by need 
of funds to pay for the incoming 
metal to prevent it from expanding 
the credit base. 

With the acceleration of imports, 
latest figures showed the inactive 
gold fund had reached $450,000,000, 
an increase of more than $28,000,- 
000 over the previous Treasury 
figure.

FIGHT FOR POOLED 


Members of Joint ‘be 
Committee Say Legisla- 
ture Has Given Thought

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16. — 
A strught-out issue between busi- 
ness and labor on the plan of build- 
ing up unemployment compensation 
funds in the State was made yes 
terday when the Senate Committee 
on Social Security, by a narrow 
margin, reported the bill 
ing amendments submitted on be- 
half of business by the Associated 
Industries. 

The fight will now be carried to 
the floor of the Senate as an issue 
between employers and organized 
labor, the former having the ad- 
vantage of committee approval of a 
plan under which each individual 
employer would have his own fund 
from which benefits would be paid 
solely to his employes. Labor is de- 
manding a pooled fund, from which 
all unemployed workers would re- 
ceive benefits regardless of who 
their employers had been. 

The committee action, while it re- 
sulted in an Associated Industries 
victory in the committee, does not 
stop any member of the committee 
who is opposed to the employers’ 
reserve plan from making a fight 
on the floor for tne pooled fund. 

To Continue Fight on Floor. 

Senator McReynolds of Carthage 
and Senator Rozier of Perryville, 
who introduced the original pooled 
fund plan bill in the Senate, today 
said they would continue their fight 
on the floor. The bill as it came 
from the committee was a substi- 
tute for the McReynolds-Rozier 
bill, being that bill rewritten to con- 
form with the amendments sub- 
— by the Associated Indus- 

es. 

This issue is expected to develop 
into the most bitterly contested one 
of the session of the Legislature. 
The House several days ago passed 
a bill which in substance is the 
same as that reported from the 
Senate committee. 

Should McReynolds and Rozier 
succeed in amending the substitute 
back to the original form of the 
bill as introduced by them and get 
it passed in the Senate, there would 
likely develop a deadlock between 
the Senate and House which would 
prove difficult to break, and might 
require several weeks of conference 
committee consideration before 
either house would give way.

It was subsequently developed in the in- 
vestigation of the Senate Munitions Committee that 
Mr. Grace’s personal share of these princely grants, 
from 1917 to 1931, had totaled $12,282,000. 

In the first days of the rebellion, Mr. Schwab stoutly 
defended the bonus system, which he called a “profit- 
sharing plan.” He assumed full responsibility for its 
administration. Failure to include it in the annual 
reports, he explained, was “not the result of any de- 
sign to surround the amounts of such payments with 
a veil of secrecy.” General disclosure of the bonus 
payments, it was felt, “would adversely affect the 
purpose which the system was designed to accom- 
plish.” : 

But in 1931, continuance of the bonus was per- 
mitted, by court order, only by the deposit of a 
surety bond sufficient to indemnify the stockhold- 
ers if the payments should be found to be improper. 
The annual meetings of the stockholders had devel- 
oped into “battles of proxies,” with the Schwab fac- 
tion winning decisively, though with little content- 
ment in the victories. Finally, on a fragrant May 
morning, Mr. Schwab tearfully recited to the assem- 
bled stockholders a sort of peccavi: 1 had the feel- 
ing that this damn company belonged to me, you 
know, and I went ahead and did the best I could.” 
Under that epitaph, the bonus of Bethlehem Steel is 
at rest, where the wicked cease from troubling. 

It is not an isolated instance. What Bethlehem did 
was strictly in the pattern of corporate financial 
management. And it rather shatters the concept of 
ownership which theory has been pleased to vest in 
the stockholders. 

This subject is discussed at length and with per- 
tinence in the current number of the Christian Cen- 
tury, under the heading, “Capitalism in Transit.” 
These questions are asked: 

How many Americans realize to what extent 
ownership has become in actual practice a totally 
different thing from what it was in the days of 
our fathers? Who “owns” the United States Steel 
Corporation? Who “owns” the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co.? Who “owned” Mr. In- 
sull’s utility empire? 

Whatever the answer, management has taken on 
the authority, the prerogatives of ownership. Man- 
agement has, in effect, become ownership. That is 
the condition, whatever the theory. Corporate in- 
dustry on the modern scale could not, perhaps, oth- 
erwise function. In the Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion, management apparently had ceased to regard 
itself as a trustee. It enjoyed possession, as it were, 
in fee simple. 

As for Charles M. Schwab, Bethlehem and he are 
as one, in the public mind. He made the company. 
Under his genius the infant became a giant. He is 
reputedly a very rich man. His chairmanship is, one 
surmises, a sort of honorary post. He is 75 years 
old.

TOO OLD AT 46? 

The difficulties encountered by men over 40 in 
looking for jobs have been recited in numerous mov- 
ing letters received recently by the Post-Dispatch. 
Repeated recurrence of their pitiful stories shows 
that men of this group are last to be hired in recov- 
ery and first to be fired in depression, by the great 
majority of employers. These employers are making 
a grievous mistake. They deprive themselves of sea- 
soned and experienced workers, steady and responsi- 
ble men of mature judgment. They bring bitterness 
and despair to men who, still in the prime of their 
powers, have nowhere to turn but the relief rolls. 

The controversy over age limits on the Supreme 
Court Has brought expressions from many of the 
workers who find themselves industrial outcasts. A 
sentence from one letter is typical: “If Judges are 
considered hale and hearty and mentally capable of 
making momentous decisions at the age of 70 and 
older, why is a man considered too old for industry 
at the age of 407”. In this connection, it is interest- 
ing to recall that Mr. Roosevelt last November made 
an appeal for this group, and urged employers to 
give “a fair share of the new jobs to men over 40.” 

It must be bewildering to the older unemployed 
men to note the many defenders who sprang to an- 
wer the administration’s disparaging remarks about 
“aged and infirm Justices,” as compared with the 
few who show concern over their own ‘group’s plight. 
Employers should awaken to the injustice they are 
working on men who are certainly not “too old at 


40.”

Carter W. Atkins is being considered for the post

In a discussion of State fiscal affairs last year, 
Mr. Atkins conclusively demonstrated that he under- 
stood them better than did the Governor of the State. 
His forecast of the condition of the State Treasury 
at the end of the year was remarkably accurate, 
whereas the Governor's calculations were wide of 
the mark. |

Plan to treat Southern states like “conquered provinces” after Civil War was headed 
off by Supreme Court, newspaper reminds; it restored civil liberties, blocked out- 
lawing of Confederate ex-soldiers and stopped confiscation of property; partisan 
abuse of Justices for upholding Constitution was even more bitter then than now.

HE Supreme Court of the United States 
has been the savior of the South. In 
times of sectional bitterness born of the 
Civil War, when the constitutional rights and 
liberties and privileges of Southern people 
were marked for destruction by men who 
held the legislative power of the Federal 
Government in their hands, the Supreme 
Court stood firm against partisan passion 
and inflexible against vengeance. 
It was to those times and to lawé passed 


dy a Congress whose masters were Thaddeus 


Stevens and men who joined with him to 
treat the Southern states as “conquered 
provinces” that Senator Carter Glass re- 
ferred when he said the Supreme Court 
“saved the civilization of the South,” and 
saved the people from anarchy and ruin 
during a period of “unspeakable outrages.” 

Horace Greeley, editor of the New York 
Tribune and one of the founders of the Re- 
publican party, wrote of the spirit prevail- 
ing in a Congress that was soon to impeach

It required little 
vision to see that dummy’s fourth 
diamond easily could be ruffed 
away by declarer, and with that 
done and the trumps removed, the 
side suit cards remaining in dum- 
my would be only two clubs and one 
low heart. Then, if the heart forced 
West on lead with his high queen, 
obviously he would have to lead 
away from his club ten-ace, and the 
chance was great that South, in- 
stead of East, had the club king. 

On the second heart lead toward 
dummy, therefore, West rid himself 
of that embarrassing heart queen.

When a child’s machinery for 
studying lessons breakg we just 
scold him a little and tell him to 
try harder. “Why don't you 
think? Why don't you study 
more?” All the Whys and all the 
Its imaginable, but the last thing 
we do seems to be to search for 
the trouble. 

When a child fails in spelling 
we make him write each word five 
times, ten times, more and more 
times, and he spells worse and 
worse. Why not study his trou- 
ble a bit? 

Test his vision. 
makes poor spellers, 

Test his hearing. Poor hearing 
makes poor spellers. 

Test his handwriting. A lack 
of manual power brings on fatigue 
and any sort of fatigue makes 
poor spellers. 

Test his intelligence. A defec- 
tive understanding makes poor 
spellers. a 

Test his handedness. If he is 
using the hand that is in opposi- 
tion to the hand nature gave 
him, he will likely be a poor speller. 
Let the left-handed child alone. 

Has this child been provided 
with glasses and has he left them 
home ? 


Bad eyesight 


S he slower at writing, slower 
| in seeing, slower in hearing, 

slower in any way than his 
classmates? If he is being speeded 
beyond his normal rate of speed 
he is likely to be a poor speller. 

Does he know the use of the 
words he is spelling? If the child 
talks and thinks in a foreign 
tongue his English spelling will be 
poor. : 

In any ease don’t make the poor 
speller write words more than 
three times each. Let him write 
the word from copy, slowly, saying 
each letter aloud as he writes. Do 
that three times. Turn the paper 
over and write the word from 
memory. Turn back and check the 
spelling. If it is correct, go to the 
next word. If it is wrong, do it 
again as before. Do each word 
until the speller gets it right once 
from memory, but do not try more 
than three times before taking the 
next word. Leave it, if he gets it 
wrong the third time. At the end 
of the lesson try that word again 
and he usually will have it right. 

Rewriting words never helps 
the poor speller. Three times is 
the limit. 

Oral drill does not help written 
spelling enough to make it worth 
while. Spelling is a written ‘exer- 
cise. Write it. Don’t overdrill. 

And search for the cause of the 
difficulty first.

The first blue plums, the first true 
flavored strawberries, the first fragrant 
honeydew melons are on the market. 
Their loveliness is just for such a short 
space of time, it begs for capture. Rhu- 
barb, still pink and young, is cheap 
enough te bury in sugar. Glasses, 
little round ones, or tiny pretty china jugs 
are everywhere. So are pleated tops and 
labels. There is something satisfying and 
domestic about preserving. 

Conserves, relishes, jams are the sim- 
plest of all preserves. They are simply 
fruit or vegetable mixtures cooked in 
sugar to the desired thickness, Some are 
thick, some thin, some smooth, some 
rough, but all are easy to.make. 

At the end of winter, meals develop 

spring fever. They look heavy; they taste 
dull. A bowl of. glowing. new conserve 
at breakfest, a new relish with the roast 
at night, adds that lilting color touch 
which the changing. season makes neces- 
sary. 
It’s the new that is important. Conserve 
made up last year. will not do. That is 
why most conserve recipes are small in 
yield and quickly made. 
uries; one of the very dear luxuries of 
spring. 

There are no special rules to preserve- 
making. Almost any combination of fruit 
or vegetable will yield a surprisingly good 
product.

Fruits with pectin content give a firmer 
body to conserves than those made with 
fruits low in pectin. Some fruit conserves 
are almost sauces, and some vegetable 
mixtures are almost chili sauce. But all 
come under the title of preserves, which 
means “cooking in sugar syrup.” Con- 
serve is just another name for preserve, 
but it has grown to mean something rich 
and delicious, a little bit of a sweet mix- 
ture, or a relish of tender, definite tex-

Five cups sugar | 

Three-quarters cup white cherry juice 

Juice of one lemon

In other words,.the patient 
accommodates his habits to his 
feet. This course of action he pur- 
sues until the pressure of disabil- 
ity, discomfort and actual pain 
forces him to seek professional aid. 


The first thing to be done by way 
of treatment is to prescribe prop- 
erly fitting shoes, and this means 
shoes that are sufficiently roomy 
to permit independent movement 
of the toes, with broad ldw heels 
and soles whose ground plan con- 
forms to that of the of a nor- 
mal foot.
